DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to tine Election filed June 17, 2008 for the above 
identified patent application. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 2-5 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) 
as being drawn to a nonelected group there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on June 17, 2008. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Drawings 

3. Figures 1-2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of tine following informalities: Each section 
of the specification must have a heading (i.e. "Brief Summary of the Invention", "Brief 
Description of the Drawings", and "Detailed Description of the Invention"). Appropriate 
correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

It is unclear as to whether applicant is attempting to claim the combination of the 
screw device and an aircraft, or intends to define the screw device being capable 
of being used in an aircraft. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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8. Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Meyer (USP 2,893,258). 

An apparatus for releasing a jam between an inter-engaged lead screw (1 4) and 
nut (16) in a motor driven (not shown) lead screw actuator under load, including a 
device (46) for releasing the jam and a device (52) for operating the jam release 
device when the normal operating correlation between torque applied to the 
actuator by the motor and the output force of the actuator corresponding to 
normal unjammed operation of the actuator under load is lost. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

9. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

10. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Meyer 
(USP 2,893,258). 

Meyer does not disclose the screw actuator used in combination with an aircraft, 
however using a screw device in an aircraft was notoriously known in the art. 
Accordingly, Official Notice is taken with respect to using a screw device in an 
aircraft, since it was well known in the art. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 1 . Claims 7-1 0 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
